around her knees, placed a hand on the wheel of her convertible and waved goodbye to her 


mother as she started off. 


BLAM!...She bashed into the rear of another car stopped for a red light in front of her. 
Instead of death, serious injury or heavy property damage, this smashup drew only a few terse 


words from Deputy Sheriff William Harvey. 


The careless driver, five-year-old Gloria Perez, had just been taught a lesson in safety. 
Each summer for \ \ weeks deputy sheriffs teach three safety courses a day to children from four to 


nine years old in the Miami area. Sponsored by a local newspaper and shopping center, this "Safety 
Town" graduates as many as 400 youngsters each week. 


Safety Town is a miniature city, kid-sized, built on a 322 by 122-foot section of the shopping 


center's parking lot. It's complete with buildings, working traffic signals and pedal cars and bicycles 
for the kids to ride. 


Local girl scouts assist the deputies, teaching the children proper hand signals when operating 


vehicles, the right way to cross a street and what the different shapes and colors of traffic signals 


mean. 


Lessons last about an hour and a half each day. The officers first explain safety to the children 


who then take to cars and bicycles for practical experience. 


The week-long course, which includes an eye examination for each child, winds up with gradu- 


ation exercises and diploma presentations each Friday.

One day last week it would 


have been handy to have an 
air hammer to remove bar- 
nacles of tartar, and stain, 
from teeth of a patient who 
was scheduled to appear the 
next day before a Congres- 
sional committee. He wanted 
to look his best in front of the 
television cameras. 


It's perfectly sensible to re- 


move stained, crusty deposits 
to make teeth look better, but 
the major reason for doing so 
is prevention of periodontal 
disease, or at least reducing 
its incidence and effects. P. D. 
is the cause of greatest tooth 
loss in our population—after 
age 45 nearly eight of every 
10 teeth extracted are be- 
cause of it. 


P. D. may begin innocently 


enough with mild inflamma- 
tion of gums around necks of 
teeth, redness and swelling, 
and bleeding of gums be- 
tween teeth. This may be a 
telltale sign and should not 
be ignored. 


Later it progresses to infec- 


tion of supporting structures 
of 
teeth, involving deeper 


layers of soft tissues 
and 


bone, finally loosening teeth 
beyond saving.

Trying for 
Time Takes Longer 
in Land of America 


INGTON (AF) - Nine- 


teen former Republican con- 
gressmen, many of them pro- 
Goldwater conservatives, are 
making comeback attempts this 
year against Democrats who 
were elected to the House two 
years ago in the Johnson land- 
slide. 


Thirteen are running against 


the same Democrats who de- 
feated them in 1964 and 16 of the 
111 are competing in districts 
considered marginal 
because 


the incumbent Democrat won 
with less than 55 per cent of the 
vote. 


Some Democratic strategists 


admit it will be an uphill fight to 
retain these seats, as well as the 
47 other marginal districts the 
party now holds. Most of these 
were won in 1964 in areas which 
had been Republican for years. 


In contrast, only one former 


Democratic House member — 
Charles 0. Porter of Oregon — 
is trying to regain his seat.

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


Prodded by President Johnson 
for a prompt settlement, the 
Machinists Union and five ma- 
jor airlines resume negotiations 
today in an effort to end a strike 
that has snarled air travel in 231 
U.S. cities. 


Both sides appeared gloomy 


about prospects for a quick end 
to 
the crippling walkout by 


more than 35,000 mechanics and 
other ground personnel, mem- 
bers of the AFL-CIO Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists. 


At Johnson's request, Assist-

back into session. Reynolds said 
day and night meetings will 
continue as long as necessary 
and indicated the airlines and 
union are still far apart. 


The union's chief negotiator, 


Joseph W. Ramsey, predicted 
the walkout "will last more or 
less indefinitely." 


The strike against Eastern, 


National, 
Northwest, 
Trans 


World and United Airlines be- 
gan at 6 a.m. local time Fri- 
day. It quickly hobbled a vital 
segment of the nation's trans- 
portation 
industry, grounding 


thousands of businessmen, tour- 
ists and servicemen. 


Together, the five airlines 


normally carry an estimated 60 
per cent of the air passengers 
on some 5,000 flights daily.

ciated Press survey shows. 


New York's legislators, by 


voting this week to raise their 
expense allowances from $1,000 
to $3,000, reached the compen- 
sation level of $13,000—$500 
more than in Michigan, where 
the salary was $10,000 and ex- 


House and Senate mem- 


bers in Albany, it is expected 
will keep their place at the top 
of the pay scale in 1967 with a 
$5,000 base pay boost, to $15,000, 
and $1,000 expenses. 


But California's legislators, 


who made $6,000 and fringe pay 
this year, hope to jump toa$16f- 
000 annual salary if voters ap- 
prove a constitutional change 
allowing the legislators to set 
their own pay, 


Michigan's Legislature tried 


for $17,500 next year, including 
$2,500 in expense allowance, but 
settled for $12,500and$2,500, 


Other high-population states 


generally pay legislators more 
than those less densely inhabit- 
ed. And the states of middle leg;* 
islator income expect to pay 
more next year.
